WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 — America’s worst loss-of-life sea disaster 
of the war left the nation today grimly counting as ‘Jknown dead or 
missing” more than 850 persons — all of whom presumably perished in 
iiie torpedo-sinking of two passenger-cargo ships in the North Atlantic 
early this month.

ALLIED CONVOY 
CLASTS PLANES 


5 Of 8 Jap Raiders Downed 


As Ships Escape Hits

Dispatches from the South Seas 
reported .today that an Allied con­ 
voy dramatically had basten off a 
night attack by Japanese torpedo 
Planes south of Guadalcanal island, 
in the Solomons, destroying five 
of eight enemy aircraft and escap­ 
ing without a single hit. 
An eyewitness account said the 
attack, last Wednesday, was car­ 
ried out by waves of two and 
three planes swooping down on 
the convoy at intervals of five 
minutes. 
“Anti-aircraft 
barrages 
burst 
among them, but each still came on 
until it was bit and engulfed in 
flames,’’ the account said. 
Five Fires Occur At Once 
“Our fire was so terrific that 
there were five tell-tale fires on 
top of the water at one time, 
marking the end of as many Jap 
planes. 
“No torpedoes got home and the 
battle was over in 15 minutes.” 
By contrast, imperial Japanese 
headquarters asserted last Satur­ 
day that Japanese navy planes 
had sunk two destroyers and a 
large transport in the same area 
Feb. 17. 
The Tokyo radio made a further 
unconfirmed claim today that Jap­ 
anese planes had Runk an Amer­ 
ican destroyer and left another in 
flames in an attack Sunday night 
at Espiritu Santo island, in the 
New Hebrides group, southeast of 
Gudaicanal. 
In the Far Pacific skies, Allied 
warplanes stepped up the fury of 
their 
attack 
against 
Japanese 
bases across hundreds of miles of 
the South Seas, dropping 15 tone 
of bombs in a single sweep over 
the Lae region in New Guinea. 
“Our 1.000-pound bombs caused 
the heaviest destruction and many 
large fires 
were 
started,” Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur^ headquarters 
announced, referring to the at- 


claimed more than 600 killed or 
missing in first torpedoing a ship 
with more than 900 aboard, includ­ 
ing the crew. About 500 were 
aboard the ship attacked four days 
later and of these more than 250 
were listed as lost. 
The ships were privately-owned 
vessels not under direct control 
of either army or navy, but navy 
spokesmen did not say whether 
they were traveling iq convoy or 
alone. Nor did they announce the 
ships’ names. 
Total victims of the first sink­ 
ing topped the estimated toll of 
500 persons who died after the 
Philippine s t e a m e r Corregidor 
struck a mine near Manila bay 
Dec. 17, 1941 — the nearest ap­ 
proach to the new disaster.

Knox told a press conference that 
generally speaking losses of United 
Nations merchantships in the At­ 
lantic have been much lower in 
the last three months but the sub­ 
marine, he declared, “most emphat­ 
ically still Is a very grave menace.” 
The two sinkings announced to­ 
day. the secretary said, are not 
isolated cases but of other Bubs 
believed to have been successfully 
attacked at . least a percentage 
would have to be classified only 
as “probably sunk’’. The navy still 
declines to issue the total number 
of enemy subs destroyed or be­ 
lieved to be destroyed, for security 
reasons. 
8ubs Built Rapidly

The second smoke suffocation 
death in about 24 hours occurred 
here this morning when Kramer 
M. Scott, 43, East Liverpool rail­ 
road brakeman, was found dead 
in his hotel bed, the mattress 
afire. 
According to Fire Chief Bryan, 
the victim apparently had fallen 
asleep in the Travelers botel while 
smoking a cigaret. Mr. Scott’s head 
was badly seared from the flames. 
One of the hotel bellboys, work­ 
ing on the fourth floor where the 
railroader had taken a room for 
the night, smelled the smoke. En­ 
trance was made to the room with 
a master key. 
Central firemen were called at 
6:48 a. rn. and they extinguished 
the blase. There was no other dam­ 
age. 
Mr. Scott, who frequently stay­ 
ed bere overnight when coming in 
off runs from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co., was employed as a 
conductor or brakeman for many 
years.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23—Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Wickard sus­ 
pended AAA marketing quotas on 
wheat today in a move he raid Is 
designed to insure adequate war­ 
time supplies of the cereal for 
human food and livestock feed- 
The order affected quotas impos­ 
ed on the 1942 crops and those es­ 
tablished fop ta r T W crop. ~ 
Under marketing quotas, tanners 
were free to rail, use or feed only 
that w h ea t'grown on their AAA 
planting allotments. Wheat from 
1942 crop sold, used or fed from 
excess acreages was subject to a 
penalty tax of 64 cents a bushel. 
The 
penalty 
would 
have 
been 
around 60 cents on the 1943 crop. 
Change Made In Program 
Wick&rd also made a change In 
the 1943 farm program to allow 
farmers to increase their plantings 
of wheat without being penalized 
under the benefit payment and 
crop loans program. 
Under this change, farmers who 
plant at least 90 percent of their 
AAA goals for so-called war crops 
—such as soybeans—may overplant 
their 1943 wheat allotments and 
•till be eligible for benefit pay 
merits and wheat loans. 
Previously fanners 
who over- 
planted were not eligible for wheat 
loans and maximum benefit pay­ 
ments. 
Today’s 
action 
on 
marketing 
quotas releases for sale or use with­ 
out penalty excess wheat from the 
1942 crop which farmers may now 
be holding in storage. 
Wheat Consumption Jumps 
Wickard said that when quotas 
for the 1943 crop were announced 
last tail the United States had a 
r e c o r d 
supply of 1,613,000,000 
bushels of wheat, or more than 
enough to supply the nation’s nor­ 
mal needs for two years. He asked 
at that time that extra wheat land 
be used to produce other war crops. 
However, since that time con­ 
sumption of wheat for food has in­ 
creased and larger quantities have 
been used for alcohol production 
and livestock feed. As a conse­ 
quence. the supply no longer ap­ 
pears to be burdensome, the secre 
tory said. 
Lifting of the quotas is not ex­ 
pected to result in a sharp produc­ 
tion Increase this year. Winter 
wheat, whioh constitutes the major 
part of the crop, wa* seeded last 
fall, leaving only spring wheat yet 
to be planted.

"Death to the German invad­ 
ers!” wa* his exhortation in a 
lengthy order of the day which he 
signed a* supreme commander-in- 
chief. 
In it he reviewed 'both Russian 
defeat* and successes since Ger­ 
many’s invasion of Russia in June, 
1941; assayed the shrinking Ger­ 
man chances ef success; derided 
German strategy, and warned his 
people that a hitter fight remains. 
‘Germany Grew* More Exhausted’ 
“The enemy has suffered defeat 
but he I* not yet conquered,” Stal­ 
in mid. 
“The Red army has be­ 
fore It a severe struggle against 
the cunning, cruel and as yet 
strong enemy.” 
But. said Stalin, “the fact is Fas­ 
cist Germany is becoming more 
and more exhausted while the 
Soviet Union is more and more de­ 
veloping Its reserves and becom­ 
ing even stronger. 
Time la work­ 
ing against Fascist Germany.” 
Since the beginning of the war, 
the Russians have put out of com­ 
mission about 9,000,000 German of­ 
ficers and men, “of -which no lees 
than 4,000,000 were killed os th* 
risk! of battle" he declared.

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s headquarters announced a 
brighter turn in the battle of central Tunisia today aa tank-led 
American and British troops, smashing back at German armored 
columns, “ successfully held the enemy at all points’* north and 
northwest of the Kasserine gap. 
Besides halting the most dangerous Nazi thrust in the 
hills north of Kasserine pass, American guna and continuous 
relays of U. S. warplanes turned back another German column 
of 40 tanks, motorized infantry and mobile guns striking to* 
ward Tebessa. 
Front dispatch es said the Tbbdsra-bnuad column fell back toward 
its sally port after suffering a “considerable number” of casualties 
and losing many tanks under a murderous fire by American gunners. 
At least six German tanka and IO trucks were hated as destroyed 
by aerial attack alone. 
One of the bitterest battles of the Tunisian campaign Is reported 
still raging near Thats, 85 miles north of Kasrartne. 
“Heavy fighting continued throughout the day*” an Allied com­ 
munique said, with the Germans throwing powerful tank and infantry 
forces into the attack. 
But the Americans and British Inflicted heavy casualties on the 
Nazis, captured prisoners and destroyed or wrecked a number of enemy 
tanks, Gen. Eisenhower reported. 
Allied Warplanes Form Protective Umbrella 
Allied warplanes formed a protective umbrella over the Anglo* 
U. S. ground troops, who were battling fiercely to defend the strategle 
K rem am sa plateau northwest of the Axis-captured Krararine pass; 
In other sectors, the communique said “Our patrols havs bosn 
active and successfully repulsed the enemy wherever encountered and 
have taken prisoners in several places. 
Italian headquarters acknowledged that th# Allies had launched a 
series of counterattacks but asserted they were repulsed. 
The Fascist communique declared that in the last four days the 
Axis has captured 846 prisoners, destroyed 68 tanks, 74 armored oars 
and 58 guns and raised “largo numbers” of motor transport Thera 
figures were unconfirmed by Allied sources.

U. S. Farmers Eager To Tell 
Nation TheirWartime Woes 


The following article presents the six main conclusions th at 
may be drawn from an intensive sufvey of farm opinion just com­ 
pleted by the Gallup Poll.

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 23—The farm ers of America have their 
problems today and are eager to let the American people know about 
them. 
During recent days. 236 field reporters for the Institute talked over 
these troubles with farmers so selected by areas of the country and by 
types of farming as to provide a*---------------------------------------------------- 
comprehensive survey of American 
farm opinion. 
Presented here is a summary of 
the conclusions reached 
on 
the 
basis of these talks with farmers 
In all 48 states of the Union. 
To readers who have an interest 
in America’s food problem and to 
legislators who will have to give 
thought to the questions which to­ 
day confront farm ers in all sec­ 
tions, these findings should prove 
a useful guide. 
Some 65 questions were put to 
each farm er in discussions which. 
in many instances, lasted several 
hours. From 
their answers and 
from 
opinions 
vouchsafed 
upon 
every conceivable aspect of the 
farm problem, the genera! conclu­ 
sions reported below have been 
drawn: 
I 
—Of prime Importance to the 
people of the country is the 
problem of total farm production. 
Will farmers, with all the handi­ 
caps which beset them today, be 
able to produce as much food in 
1943 as they did in 1942? 
The overall conclusion of this 
study is that farm production for 
the coming year will at least equal 
the production of 1942. But what is 
more im portant, the production of 
crops and products high in their 
nutritional value will likely exceed 
the production of such products 
last year, barring adverse weather 
conditions. 
These crops and 
products in­ 
clude pork, milk, 
beef, 
poultry, 
eggs, 
potatoes, 
as 
well as 
soy 
Deans and peanuts, which produce 
essential wartime oils. 
But even with farm production 
equal 
to 
or 
better 
than 
1942, 
Americans may have to tighten 
their belts, because of the increas­ 
ing amount of foodstuffs which 
must be sent overseas. 
Although 
many 
farmers 
have 
not yet been reached by means of 
the publicity of the personal calls 
by which the governm ent plans to 
push the farm quota program, the 
encouraging fact is that about two 
out of every three farmers at the 
time of the survey had a know­ 
ledge of the products which the 
government this year would like 
to have them produce in greater 
quantity.

to do their part in the war 
effort by raising more essential 
products* they are, in every sec­ 
tion of the country, greatly con­ 
cerned over the farm-labor prob­ 
lem which at the moment is then- 
major headache. 
Inability to buy new farm ma­ 
chinery or to obtain repairs, the 
possibility that farmers may not 
obtain enough fertilizer for the 
soil, or enough gasoline and tires 
during the busy season, are im­ 
portant but are definitely second­ 
ary, in their opinion, to the labor 
problem. 
Four out of IO farm ers have felt 
the loss of farm help, nearly one 
in three has lost help to war in­ 
dustries. They believe that draft 
regulations should he changed to 
defer more farm hands, and many 
would go as far as to insist th \t 
the arm y release soldiers who are 
trained farm workers. 


for farm help throughout the na­ 
tion averages $2.85 a day. 
Since farm help is asked to work 
from IO to 12 hours a day, and 
more during 
busy seasons, 
this 
means an average hourly rate of 
about 25c an hour. 
With war industries paying an 
average of $1 and up an hour 
plus time and a half for overtime 
over 40 hours, the problem of the 
farm er in hiring help is evident. 
In fact, the differential between 
farm and factory Is today so great 
that 
an 
appreciable 
number of 
farm ers (one-fifth of the total for 
the country) have seriously con­ 
sidered quitting their farm s and 
going to work in war factories. 


—This inability to compete with 
the high wages paid in indus­ 
tries is one primary cause for the 
anti-labor views held by farm ers 
today. 
Farm ers 
are 
inclined 
to 
blame labor unions and the ad­ 
m inistration for depriving them of 
farm labor. 
So marked 
are the anti-labor 
views of farmers of the nation that 
during the next few years this 
fact will undoubtedly be a major 
reason for farm support for re­ 
strictive measures on labor unions 


—B itterness of farm ers on the 
labor problem, however, does 
not necessarily mean that they are 
critical of all adm inistration poli­ 
cies. 
In many Important respects they 
believe that the present adminis­ 
tration and particularly the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture are doing 
a good Job. 
The majority of farm ers inter­ 
viewed, for example, are of the 
opinion that Claude Wickard, sec­ 
retary of agriculture, is doing a 
satisfactory job. 
The m ajority are In favor of 
government action to control In­ 
flation and to impose price ceil­ 
ings, although a sizable minority 
are opposed. 
In only one section of the coun­ 
try, the New England and Middle 
Atlantic states — where dairying 
is im portant — do farm ers believe 
that the prices received for their 
products are unfair today In terms 
of costs of production. 
But while a majority in other 
sections are frank to say that pres­ 
ent prices are fair, opinion in the 
south and far western states is 
fairly evenly divided on this point. 
Certainly there is enough dis­ 
satisfaction with prices to create 
pressure on W ashington for high­ 
er ceilings.

SOY BEANS BET 
PRICE CEILINGS 


$1.66 A Bushel Established 


For Top Grades By OPA 


By Th# Associated Prsss. 
WASHINGTON. Feb. 23—The of­ 
fice of price adm inistration with 
the approval of Secretary of Agri­ 
culture W ickard,. Monday set a 
ceiling of $1.66 a bushel for top 
grades of soy beans, heretofore 
not under price control. 
OPA described the ceiling as 


sufficiently high to encourage farm ­ 
ers to move soy beans promptly 
in order to make more oil and oil 
meal Immediately available. 
The $1.66 price ceiling applies to 
soy beans sold by farm ers to coun­ 
try elevators. It applies only to 
raw and unprocessed soy beans 
from the 1942 and previous crops 
and exempts from price control soy 
beans sold for seeding in 1943. 
“The new celling prices for soy 
beans generally are m aterially high­ 
er, despite the record crop, than 
the average prevailing In recent 
years,” OPA said. 
“For example the $1.66 a bushel 
ceiling for top grades compares 
with an average of 89 cents a 
bushel In the 1940-41 season, 81 
cents in the 1939-40 crop year and 


only 68 cents In the 1938-39 sea­ 
son.” 
Effective Saturday, the regula­ 
tion established $1.66 a bushel as 
the ceiling price which a producer 
or any person selling to a country 
elevator Is perm itted to charge for 
class I (yellow) grades No. I and 
2 and class 2 (green) grades No. I 
and 2. 
For all other classes and grades 
sold to the country elevator, the 
price celling will be figured by 
subtracting the current prevailing 
processing value discounts from 
the top grade ceilings. 
Ceilings for country elevator op­ 
erators will he 4J cents a bushel 
over the maximum which they may 
pay to producers or other sellers 
for the various grades. Trucker 
ceilings will be $1.67 a bushel, plus 


the lowest freight rate for trans­ 
portation.

\ DOLF HITLER’S mystical into- 
* * ition, which was supposed to 
guide him in Russia like a cat’s 
whiskers in the dark, has proved 
a poor substitute for the technical 
training and qualities of real mili­ 
tary generalship. 
After the slaughter at Stalin­ 
grad. loss of virtually all the ter­ 
ritory won at great cost in the 1942 
German offensive, the 
break 
in 
Lhe siege ring at Leningrad, and 
the rout at Kharkov, it is evident 
that Hitler is no general. 
Lieut. Gen. Vasily Chuikov, com­ 
mander of the Soviet 62nd army 
which 
held Stalingrad and who 
thus had close Observation of the 
tactics and strategy of a Hitler-led 
army, summed up all German mis­ 
takes like this: 
"The German* made the strate- 
gie mistake of putting Hitler in 
command.” 
Eight glaring mistakes in the 
handling of the German army since 
Hitler took command show that 
Hitler is a belter politician than a 
general. 
1.—Failure lo take Voronezh. In 
so big a hurry were the Germans 
to get to Stalingrad and the Cau­ 
casus that they did not stop to re­ 
duce this stronghold. 
This key center was left on the 
German flank, where the Russians 
proceeded to build a powerful strik­ 
ing force against a German salient 
which grew longer and more val 
Heralde with every week. 
2.—The same mistake was re 
peat od at Stalingrad. 
The Ger­ 
mans could not ignore Stalingrad 
as they had Voronezh. 
It was necessary to take Stalin­ 
grad in order to organize an anchor 
on the Volga and make secure the 
German flank while conquest of 
the Caucasus went forward. 
But again Hitler was in too much 
of a hurry. 
He decided to launch 
two offensives, smugly assuming 
that with part of his strength he 
could 
take 
Stalingrad 
while he 
could push on with the other part 
to Maikop, Grozny and the passes 
through tile Caucasus mountains. 
He might have accomplished one 
objective with all of his forces. 
With his forces split he accom­ 
plished neither. 
3.—When Stalingrad did not fall, 
Hitler staked his personal prestige 
on its capture. 
He declared Sept. 30, 1942, "We 
shall take Stalingrad, you may be 
sure of that.” 
He drove his a r­ 
mies to the attack too long and 
too stubbornly, regardless of losses 
which drained German strength. 
4.—When the Russian counter­ 
blow fell Nov. 19, there is no indi­ 
cation that Hitler, as commander- 
in-chief, saw It coming or sensed 
its power and importance. 
He is reported to have with­ 
drawn several divisions and a part 
of his air force for a winter of rest 
and to meet Allied Invasion threat 
from North Africa. 
He weakened his eastern front 
Just when the Russians could be 
expected to launch another winter 
counter-offensive. 
H i t l e r 
also 
showed hesitation when the blow 
did fall. 
* 
No attempt 


left some of his less reliable divi­ 
sions— Hungarians 
and 
Italians, 
whose heart was not in the fight. 
The Red army was well on its way 
to Rostov before Hie necessary di­ 
visions could be shifted to head It 
off. 
6.—In view of H itler’s manpow- 
er shortage, it is a mystery why 
he continues to waste hundreds of 
thousands of men and vast material 
in holding long salients and "hedge 
hogs" up and down the Russian 
front. 
The Vyazma-Rshev salient west 
of Moscow takes hla line on a de­ 
tour of hundreds of miles which 
must he heavtly manned and thick 
ly studded with guns. 
A similar 
salient extends up to Leningrad. 
These peninsulas in the German 
line are of no value, unless it is 
intended to launch new offensives 
against Moscow or Leningrad, yet 
four 
months 
ago. 
H itler 
stated 
Germany’s general policy was to 
attack only where "attack is neces 
sary”. 
H itler’s pride apparently Is a big 
factor in keeping German forces 
tied up in these deep pockets. 
7.~ Elsewhere, too, the German 
war machine has not clicked with 
its former precision since the fueh­ 
rer became its chief commander. 
His intuition left him completely 
In the dark as the Allies prepared 
to land in North Africa, although 
bis own intelligence services gave

frantic efforts to retrieve the situa­ 
tion indicate he was caught flat­ 
footed. 
8.—There was lack of finesse 
when Germany seized Toulon, the 
French naval base.

F the skeptics turn a fishy eye

fore a court of justice and sent­ 
ence them to their ju st desserts 
when this is all over, they cer­ 
tainly have a good reason.

Ceiler, 
delving Into

old files of the Library of Con­ 
gress, has uncovered some food 
for thought. The now almost for­ 
gotten 
"Commission 
of 
Fifteen” 
at Versailles drew up a list of 900 
persons to be tried before an In­ 
ternational judicial 
tribunal 
and 
the crimes of each were listed. 
No. I on this roll of dishonor was 
Kaiser 
Wilhelm 
II. The 
Crown 
Prince was there, and ao were Hln- 
denberg, 
Ludendorff, 
Count Bis­ 
marck, and Admiral von Tlrpltx. 
The 
crimes 
with 
which 
they 
were charged were virtually the 
same as would be brought against 
the Nazis 
today—mass murders, 
mass starvation, execution of hos­ 
tages, m assacre of prisoners. They 
weren’t, of course, on nearly so 
grand a scale. 
W hat 
happened? 
To

a 
long story short, 12 persons were 
finally tried by a German court. 


Six were found guilty. Two naval 
lieutenants got four-year senten­ 
ces and the other four got six 
months. 
Holland 
refused 
to 
surrender 
the Kaiser but, according to Rep. 
Ceiler, you can hardly blame Hoi 
land. She was acting under pres­ 
sure from nearly all the crowned 
heads and royal families in Eu­ 
rope.

achieved, It Is the purpose of the 
government to make appropriate 
use of information and evidence 
in respect to these barbaric crimes 
of the invaders, in Europe and 
in Asia.

HE United States marine corps is the greatest 
body of fighting men on the face of the earth 
today and probably superior of any of the great or- 
ganizations of military history, such as H annibal’s 
legions and Napoleon’s "old guard . 
Its feat in taking and holding Guadalcanal until 
relieved by the army is one of the moat glowing 
chapters In tile annals of our arms. American genera­ 
tions to come will read with pride of how the men of 
this crack brigade cut loose thousands of miles 
from a base to seize an advanced position from a 
formidable foe. 
They will read about how the marines slashed their 
way through the jungle to destroy the Taps with a 
fury that caused their very name to strike terror 
to the foe everywhere and of how they fought longer 
In frontline positions than any American troops in 
many years.

EMBERS of the marine corps range in age from 
14 to 45. They are selected from the same 
stock as other soldiers and sailors of our armed 
forces.

In service, the average marine looks much 
like any other young American fighting man, except 
for the color of his uniform and his insignia. 
But there is something in the bearing of the 
marine that distinguishes him from all others, a 
certain cock-surenese that perhaps cornea of the 
teachings of the traditions of the corps.

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TRIPLE PROBLEM 
HITS LIQUOR UNIT 


Shortage, Time Change And 


Irregularities Faced - 


Bv The Associated Press. 
COLUMBUS, Feb. 22 — Ohio’s 
liquor department had triple trou­ 
ble today, centering around short­ 
ages of domestic brands, investiga­ 
tions of possible sales irregularities 
from state stores and the time 
change which puts permit holders 
on a dual schedule. 
The 
liquor 
shortage 
problem, 
acute for several weeks, had a 
chance for a bit of alleviation to­ 
day as all stores were closed for 
the observance of Washington’s 
birthday, thus halting the dally 
"run” on scanty supplies. 
However, the 
investigation 
of 
•ales is going ahead in Cleveland, 
where District Supervisor W. P. 
Harris caid he had seized records 
of an Bast Side store showing evi­ 
dences of possible sales irregular­ 
ities. 
The inquiry was launched after a 
store manager was caught making 
back-door sales from a store closed 
to the public. 
The state’s return to eastern 
standard time from eastern war 
time, and refusal of virtually all 
major cities to make the same 
change, gives the liquor department 
a dual time schedule to worry 
about. 
Fisher said permit holders In 
areae remaining on eastern war 
time can remain open an hour after 
the time shown on their permit, 
while those in cities on eastern 
standard time must adhere to the 
usual closing hours. 
Thus, he said, a holder of a D-5 
permit (night club) must close at 
2:30 a. rn. in areas on eastern 
standard time, but those in eastern 
war time cities may stay open until 
3:30 a. rn. provided they opened 
an hour later at the beginning of 
the day.

Americans Evade Tank Trap, 
Smash Back Crack Nazi Units 


U.S. Troops Ignore Bait In Tunisia Fighting To Balk 


Ambush Used Successfully By Rommel Previously

WITH U. S. FORCES AT THE TUNISIAN FRONT, Feb. 23—United 
States armored forces evaded a carefully-prepared tank ambush in the 
broad valley of the Hatob river late Monday, smashed at least six Ger­ 
man tanks and drovd back crack Nazi units which had pushed IO miles 
up the valley from Kasserine pass. 
The bait for the ambush was five tanks, which were placed motion­ 
less and exposed on an elevation 
of the gently rolling valley floor 
Carefully concealed batteries of 
88-millimeter guns were emplaced 
to open fire when American tanks 
struck. 
The Americans ignored the bait 
Instead the commander sent a re 
connaissance 
force 
toward 
the 
head of the valley, 
where 
its 
light tanks and armored half-tracks 
created a diversion. Twenty Ger 
man tanks charged in that direc 
tion. Mobile German artillery and 
mortar units followed. 
Open Blistering Fire 
That was the moment for which 
the Americans had waited, (an 
88-millimeter gun ambush, appar 
ently of a similiar type, was re­ 
ported by Cairo sources to have 
been responsible for the shatter 
ing of a large British armored da 
tachment in the Libyan desert 
last June 23 in a battle which 
started Marshal Rommel on his 
eventually frustrated drive into 
Egypt). 
U. S. tank-busters bearing 75- 
millimeter guns opened a blister 
ing fire on the charging Nazi ar­ 
mor. Then there was a charge by 
an American medium tank bat­ 
talion—made up of veterans of 
the battles of Tebourba, Medjez 
El-Bab, Djedelda and Sbeitla. 
At the same moment batteries 
of the 105-millimeter field guns in 
a pass at the extreme west end of 
the valley began pumping shells 
at the German gun positions. 
Spectacular Battle Raged 
That was the beginning of a 
spectacular battle which whirled 
for hours over many square miles 
of the valley floor. In an effort 
to consolidate their hold on the 
greater part of the valley, Ger­ 
man infantry moved up along the 
tiny Hatob river, which flow* down 
through Kasserine pass. 
By nightfall plumes of smoke 
were rising from burning vehicles. 
The American tank counter-attack 
eastward continued to make steady 
progress. 
Eight Stukas dive-bombed the 
105-millimeter batteries, but every 
gun remained in action. From my 
own experience I can say the 
Stuka pilots did a poor job of aim­ 
ing. Possibly it was because of 
the -anti-aircraft fire they met; 
possibly it was because American- 
piloted S(Attires had been over the 
locality only a few minutes earlier 
and the Germans were in a hurry 
to get home. 


Americans Rip Nazi Tanks 
Before Death In Fiery Tomb

WITH THE U. S. ARMY IN 
TUNISIA,

20—(Delayed)— 
Their own tank aflame, six Amer­ 
ican soldiers found and destroyed 
two German Mark IV tanks be­ 
fore they perished in a fiery tomb 


they could not — or would not — i 
leave. 
Their soldier-biographer is tall, 
lanky reconnaissance Sgt. Jesse J. 
Hunt, 22, of Albia, la., who saw 
outnumbered U. S. tankmen knock 
out 12 enemy tanks during one of 
the armored force battles on the 
plains east of Sbeitla. 
“I was on a hill overlooking the 
battle scene, which was spreading j 
out before me like a motion pic­ 
ture,” he said. “It looked like 
nothing I ever saw before in my 
life. 
“We saw one of our medium 
tanks get hit and start to burn. 
Wq watched, expecting any mo-1 
ment to see the crew climbing out 
—but they didn’t. 
“I don’t know whether the shell 
that set them afire had sealed j 
the turret or whether they were J 
just too stubborn to give up the 
fight. Whatever the reason, those 
poor guys kept on throwing out 
shells for 15 or 20 more minutes, 
with flames spreading steadily. 
“They hit and stopped two Mark 
IV tanks and -the Germans sent j 
three from another direction. The 
turret of our tank seemed to be 
jammed. 
“The Germans closed in quickly. 
When we left the hill that tank I 
was 
black and smoldering and 
its ammunition was blowing up. 
But no one had come out. 
“Right- there on the battlefield 
I took off my hat to those guys, 
whoever they were. It made me 
proud to be in the same army 
with them.”

IKE golf, gardening has its fol­ 
low through strokes that reap 
a harvest. 
It's doubly important this year, 
cautions the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, that city, sub­ 
urban and community gardeners 
follow through with sufficient en­ 
thusiasm, after their first burst 
of spring planting energy, and at­ 
tend to midsummer’s lour chores: 
1.—Killing 
gardening 
sabo­ 
teurs, the insects and bugs. 
2.—Sprinkling or irrigating In 
an efficient manner. 
3.—Planting 
second 
crops. 
4.—Cultivating. 
The time to start your campaign 
against diseases and insects is the 
day you select your seeds. Choose 
locally 
adapted, 
disease-resistant 
varieties 
and 
use 
disease 
free 
seeds and plants. Thus you will 
have less trouble in raising your 
crop. 
Your seed store, county agent 
or state agricultural college will 
recommend the best varieties for 
your locality and save you hours 
of grief and work. 
Buy only from 
reliable seeds­ 
men, acquainted with local condi­ 
tions and with 
a 
knowledge 
of 
planting problems. 
In buying plants the gardener 
should 
make sure his purchases 
are healthy and free from insects. 
The roots should be cleap, profuse­ 
ly branched and free from knots 
or sw ellings. 
Insect Foes In Two Groups 
As for insects, there are two 
classes: 
1.—Caterpillars, 
beetles, 
grass­ 
hoppers and grubs which have bit­ 
ing mouth parts and feed by bit­ 
ing off, chewing up and sw allow­ 
ing the substance of the plant, 
2.—The lice, thrips, leaf hoppers 
and plant bugs that have a tubular

Obviously, 
the 
chewing sabo­ 
teurs can be killed by stomach 
poisons sprayed on the plant sur­ 
face.

Don’t Spray What You Eat 
Remember

ed. 
Some 
insecticides 
are 
sprayed 
on with small compressed • air 
sprayers that are reasonably pric­ 
ed. Several neighbors may go to­ 
gether and purchase one if the 
price is too high for the individu­ 
al gardener. 
A s for Nofe 2 chore on the mid­ 
summer list, watering, the United 
States department of agriculture 
say* experiments have shown that 
artificial watering is best accom ­ 
plished 
by 
a 
thorough 
soaking 
about once a week in regions of 
medium rainfall. 
In dry clim ates the watering may 
be necessary three tim es a week; 
in wet places no artificial water­ 
ing may be necessary. 
How To Apply Water 
The best method of applying wa­ 
ter, says the department, 
Is 
to 
open small furrows alongside the 
rows 
of 
plants 
and 
allow 
the 
water to flow gently along these 
furrows. 
After irrigation the soil should 
not be trampled or worked until 
it has partially dried and is no 
longer sticky. 
Then it is time for 
the next 
chore, cultivating. This should be 
done cautiously. 
Vegetable crops 
should 
not be cultivated 
deeply 


because of danger to the roots 
which grow near the surface. 
Cultivating 
conserves 
moisture 
and should be done after a rain or 
after watering. In addition its pur­ 
pose is to kill all weeds. Actually, 
agricultural experts say, hoeing or 
cultivating need not be done often­ 
er than is necessary to keep weeds 
out of the garden. 
Mulching 
between 
the 
rows 
with straw, dried lawn clippings, 
leaves 
or 
similar 
material 
will 
conserve moisture and keep down 
weeds. 
Spring is not the only planting 
season for victory gardens. Some 
crops come to the end of their use­ 
fulness before the growing season 
is over. This ground can be used 
by other plants. 
To plan crop successions intel­ 
ligently it is necessary to have a 
knowledge of your local growing 
and seasonal conditions.

COSTS INCREASE 


More Than Half Of Papers 


Forced To Jump Prices 


By Th* Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 23—The In­ 
creased costs of putting out your 
daily newspapers were reflected 
today In a report by the American 
Newspaper Publishers association 
that more than half of the report­ 
ing papers charge five cents a 
copy on retail sales. 
Of 
1,715 
general 
circulation 
daily papers surveyed, 896, or 52 
percent listed five cents as the 
price for week-day editions, Sun­ 
days excluded. 
A year ago a check of 1,767 pa­ 
pers showed 806, or 46 percent 
priced at five cents. In 1941, of 
1,821 replies 794, or 
44 percent 


priced week-day editions at five 
cents. 
The boosts, replies received dur­ 
ing 
the survey 
Indicated, 
were 
made necessary by higher wartime 
production costs. Increases would 
be permissible under federal price 
regulations which specifically ex­ 
clude publications from control. 
The “penny” newspaper, once 
an American institution, apparent­ 
ly is on its way out, the survey 
indicated. Only four papers listed 
a cent a copy, as against nine last 
year. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 23—Cali­ 
fornia publishers, who went to the 
mat with the Los Angeles office 
of war Information over an OWI 
announcem ent th at news of all 
war agencies would be channeled 
through the OWI, apparently have 
won the bout.

Play Shoes Removed 
From Rationing Lists 
Temporarily By OPA

ASHINGTON, Feh. 23 — The 
tem porary exemption from ra­ 
tioning of "play shoes” and some 
other types of shoes not ordinari­ 
ly worn on the street will become 
effective Thursday. 
OPA announced 
this 
Monday, 
along with a re-definition of In­ 
fant’s shoes to place in the non- 
rationed 
classification 
all 
baby 
shoes up to size four. Originally, 
only soft-soled infant shoes were 
on the ration-free list. Sizes above 
four will be subject to rationing 
regardless of the type of sole. 
Yesterday's order excludes from 
rationing current stocks of 
ski 
shoes, 
skate 
shoes, 
rubber-soled 
shoes with fabric uppers, locker 
sandals, bathing slippers and oth­ 
er play shoes with uppers made 
of fabric or types of leather not 
on the critical list. 
The exemption 
is 
limited 
to 
stocks or shoes now in the hands 
of retailers, wholesalers or manu­ 
facturers or which are m anufactur­ 
ed 
before April 
16. 
Any 
shoes 
made after that date will be on 
the rationed list. 
Also in the new exempt class 
are all Imported Mexican Earache*, 
a sandal-type shoe, that are releas­ 
ed by the collector of customs be­ 
fore June I. 
Another 
category 
completely 
exempt from rationing regardless 
of the date of manufacture, in­ 
cludes: 
All footwear that does not have 
t rubber or leather sole and in 
which 
leather 
is 
only 
used 
as 
hinges, tabs, leather inserts, or 
other non-skid or sound-proofing 
features covering not more than 
25 percent of the bottom sole area, 
and all burial slippers. 
OPA said the public has indicat­ 
ed an unwillingness to spend a ra­ 
tion stamp for play types of shoes 
and that this has tied up exten­ 
sive stocks. “A time limit has been 
placed on the exemptions to pro­ 
tect supplies of materials and to 
e n c o u r a g e 
m anufacturers 
to 
change over to the manufacture of 
more useful types for which the 
public will be willing to surrend­ 
er a ration stamp.” OPA said.

squash. 
She was an all-American cage 
forward in 1930 and star of the 
national 
championship 
D a l l a s 
team. 
And in 1932 came the Olympic 
games, 
with Bab* 
winning first 
place in the high burdies and the 
javelin throw. T hat really made 


her a national figure and estab­ 
lished her as the country's top 
woman athlete. 
Her name was used in adver­ 
tising a commercial product and 
she was suspended by the South­ 
ern A.A.U. So she turned pro. al­ 
though the A.A.U. soon reinstated 
her as an amateur. 
H er advent into golf was purely 
accidental. She was on her way to 
buy a dress but as she passed a

"THE HUMAN COMEDY,” by WH 
Ham Saroyan. 
T HE self-confessed best writer 
in Almeries ie st it sgsin. He 
Is. of course. William Saroyan and 
his first publication novel (a book 
of-the-month) 
is 
an 
expanded 
version of a movie script he sold 
some time ago for 160,000. 
He gave most of the 260,000 to 
bls relatives, kept $10,000 to back a 
season of Saroyanesque plays on 
Broadway, and lost the ten—and 
more. 
But Saroyan does not stay out 
of the money long, even though 
at the moment he Is in the army. 
This odd Californian is saved 
from being merely a ‘ literary ex­ 
hibitionist by an Important some­ 
thing—to wit, he doesn’t miss it 
far when he calls himself great. 
Thomas Wolfe’s curse was pro­ 
lixity. and Saroyan’s is undisci­ 
plined fantasy and a wilful re­ 
fusal to stay inside any frame, 
including frame* of bis own con­ 
struction. 
Both of these defects are less 
evident in his new “novel” than in 
anything he has done to date, bar­ 
ring a few short stories. 
The title this 
time 
Is "The 
Human Comedy,” a typical Saro­ 
yanesque gesture, of course. 
The book is about the Macaulay 
family in Ithaca. Calif. About the 
father who is dead, the mother 
who 
is 
alive; 
about 
4-year-old 
Ulysses who watches and is hap­ 
py; about 14-year-old Homer, who 
is a telegraph messenger and a 
sounding board 
for 
human sym­ 
pathies: about Mary, who Is a 
kind of symbol for the vaguely 
good instincts of the human race. 
The story is beyond word* sim­ 
ple. The Macaulays live through 
a few months and their soldier 
son Marcus, who Is also a good 
boy. dies after sending his buddy 
back to Ithaca as a gesture and a 
fulfillment. 
Tile important thing Is Saro­ 
yan’s awareness, and this never 
has been more acute, and never 
more mellow, than in "The Hu­ 
man Comedy.” 
Technically the book Is not a 
novel and is botched at a dozen 
places where the author forces 
people to say things they never 
would have said. But it is danger­ 
ously close to great, just the same.
